A NEW TAX QUESTION 

Mayor Davison and members of the Calgary 
city council have been served with notice that 
an application is being made to the courts to 
compel the council to levy a tax rate sufficient 
to provide all the money needed for the year’s 
expenses, including full interest rates on out- 
standing bonds. The application, needless to 
say, is being made by a bond-holder. 

The point having been raised, the vutcome 
will be awaited with very real interest by city 
councils and taxpayers generally. If a council 
is bound to levy for full interest rates—regard- 
less of the known results in confiscation of pro- 
perty and eventual bankruptcy—-a new interest 
will arise in the question of whether immediate 
receivership is not preferable to receivership 
deferred. But if councils have the power to levy 
for something less than the full interest rates 
require, the practice is likely to become com- 
mon, conditions being as they are

THE HOME SHORTAGE 


Census returns show that Canada’s popula- 
tion grows at an average rate of 175,000 per 
year. In 1931 the number of persons per home 
averaged 5.22. These figures supply a basis for 
calculation that more than 33,000 new homes 
are needed each year to accommodate the nor- 
mal increase of population, Over the last five 
years not half the number required by this 
showing have been built. The shortage is es- 
timated to be now somewhere between 70,000 
and 100,000 homes, probably nearer the latter 
figure. 

The situation in Edmonton is typical. A 
recent survey shows that about 275 new homes 
have to be built in the city per year to properly 
house new families, Not half the number have 
been built during the depression years. There 
is now a shortage of about 600 houses, from 
two to three years normal construction to be 
caught up. 

What are the results? Over-crowding in 
some sections of the city to the complete dis- 
regard of the rules of health, with people liv- 
ing in basements and attics which ordinarily 
would not be acceptable living quarters. Put- 
ting it in general terms, the increasing popula- 
tion has been crammed into the existing ac- 
commodation. That does not make for a healthy 
city, or for the standard of living Canadians 
are used to and have a right to expect; while 
those who depend upon building occupations for 
a living have been existing as they could. 

Canada needs a building “boom”; and no- 
where is it needed more really than in Edmon- 
ton. And along with the construction of new 
homes, there is equal need for a campaign of 
repairing, remodelling, re-painting and re- 
decorating existing houses. 

There is one line along which it should be 
possible to make a direct attack on the unem- 
ployment problem, in Edmonton and through- 
out the Dominion.

The Passing Show

With war-clouds looming overt contin- 
ents and all the great nations multiplying their 
aerial fleets for war from the air the peace- 
lover and humanitarian might well wish that 
aerial flight had never been invented. 

Every art of peace is invoked for war's 
uses. The steam trawler be- 
comes a mine-sweeper; the 
liner a troopship or an armed 
cruiser, The artist uses his 
paints and brushes to camou- 
flage them. The chemist in- 
vents new explosives; even 
the peach skins from a harm- 
less jam factory are used for 
the making of a deadly poison 
gas. 

But no art or industry so 
quickly and so terribly lends 
itself to the uses of war as the airplane in- 
dustry. Every plane is quickly changeable 
into an engine of destruction, with marvellous 
mobility and terrific powers to bring the ter- 
rors of war to the homes of non-combatants. 

What sort of a war will the next, inevitable

When the Great War broke out airplanes 
were a novelty. The Wright Brothers had 


peddled their invention to Europe, after the 
U.S. War Department had refused it. In 1906 
and 1908 the British Admiralty and War Of- 
fice had rejected it. The French seized the idea 
and commenced manufacture. Eighteen months 
before the Great War started, Britain possessed 
but 13 planes for all civil and military pur- 
poses. A month before the outbreak of war all 
civil aircraft were commandeered to bring the 
meagre squadrons up to strength. For the first 
year of the war, until British factories were 
turning out planes and engines in quantity, 
Britain had to rely largely on France for her 
supply of military airplanes. 

Airplanes were used for observation pur- 
poses—a mere adjunct of the field forces. 
Fighting planes were developed for individual 
combat purposes and for the protection of ob- 
servation planes. Not until near the end of the 
war were a few used for bombing munition 
towns in reprisal for the Zeppelin and Gotha 
bombings of London and East Coast towns. The 
end of the war prevented the use of bombing 
squadrons under construction for the bombing 
of German cities. 

The next war will see the air fleets the prin- 
cipal punitive forces. There will be no wait- 
ing for aggravation before bombers are sent to 
war on civilian populations. What happened to 
the mud huts and Red Cross establishments in 
Ethiopian villages will take place with ghastlier 
effect in the crowded cities of Europe as part of 
the acknowledged procedure of war. 

We have travelled a long way toward ex- 
cusing horrors since that time, two years be- 
fore the Crimean War opened, when Major- 
General Sir William Napier, protested to the 
British War Office against the adoption of the 
Minie rifle, on the ground that it could kill at 
half a mile, and would turn the infantry into 
long-range murderers. 


When you applaud the record performances 
of the Graf Zeppelin and the Hindenburg, or 
the feats of Wiley Post and the Mollisons, you 
are applauding, without knowing it, the exten- 
sion of aerial attack over still wider ranges. 
In the next war, no cities will by distance be 
safe from attack 


There will be no more chance for “mud- 
dling through”. Defeated armies may retire 
and dig themselves in while reinforcements 
are raised. In the next war any mistake or 
mishap will be fatal past repair. 


Knowing the peculiar type of mind created 
by the military caste system—and remembering 
how our army in France would have been de- 
stroyed for lack of high explosive shell if the 
job had not been taken out of the hands of the 
military experts and given to a little Welsh 
solicitor, it makes wish that preparation: 
for defense could be taken out of the hands of 
the military experts and handed to a group of 
men with scientific knowledge and imagination, 
like H. G. Wells, Prof. Westaway and some 
others like them. :

The nearest approach to actual took 
place in 192), a hundred miles off Chesapeake 
Bay. The cruiser Frankfurt and the battleship 
Oestfriedland, taken as prizes of war from Ger- 
many, were sunk by U.S. aerial bombers. 

The Oestfriedland was the last word in pre- 
war German naval construction, She was built 
in 1911 and believed to be unsinkable. She made 
harbor after the Jutland fight after striking two 
mines and being hit by shell-fire. 

The bombing craft had no anti-aircraft guns 
to contend with, and were able to fly low to 
make sure of hitting. The Oestfriedland had 
2 degrees of list and was a foot down when the 
bombing started. It survived for two days. On 
the first day, thirteen hits were scored with 


test 


bombs weighing from 230 pounds to 2,000 
pounds. The ship, of course, was at anchor 
Little damage was caused, though the vessel 


increased her list slightly and deepened her 
draft by three feet, No action was taken to stop 
the leaks, 

On the second «day, three direct hits were 
obtained with 1,000 Ib. bombs. There was no 
vital injury; but a leak was started which 
caused the ship to settle three feet forward and 
one foot aft in four hours. Subsequently six 2,- 
000 lb, bombs were dropped, There were no 
hits; but three near misses, one very close. The 
ship sank in ten minutes, having sustained six- 
teen hits from the sixty-nine bombs dropped in 
a little more than twenty-four hours. 

What sunk the Oestfriedland was not the di- 
rect hits but the near misses. These caused 
seams to gape open under water, so that she 
filled and sank, While sunk by a bomb in 
aerial attack, it was while she was at anchor, 
using no defence guns and not seeking to keep 
afloat by the use of colliison mats.

Enlargement Of 
The Prostate Gland 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

After fifty, one of the very common dis+ 
orders of men is an enlargement of the pros- 
tate, Seemingly, the more intelligent the man, 
the more likely prostatic trouble becomes. 

The prostate gland is made up of three lobes, 
weighs about one-half ounce, measures a lit- 
tle over one inch, surrounds 
the neck of the bladder, and 
is composed of numerous fine 
tubes and of muscular and 
fibrous tissue. The prostate 
gland has long been consider- 
ed an important part of the 
reproductive apparatus in 
men. In many cases, a dis- 
turbance of the gland becouse 
of inflammation or enlarge- 
ment will tend to induce a 
loss of virility. 
The prostate may undergo either acute or

chronic inflammation. Chronic inflammation 
is undoubtedly very common, constituting one 
of the most frequent conditions which the 
doctor is called upon to treat. As a general 


rule, the average man with a chronic enlarge- 
ment of the prostate delays treatment for a 
considerable period, and often the prostrate in- 


volvement continues for as long as five years 
before help is sought. 
Enlargement of the prostate as occurring 


in men past fifty is due to an overgrowth of the 
muscular, glandular or fibrous tissue normally 
found in the gland. Many times, such enlarge- 
ment will occur without a previous infection or 
inflammation being found in a study of the 
patient's history. Some of the common causes 
which produce irritation and congestion of the 
prostate: Wrong diet, constipation, and kidney 
or bladder trouble. Or, the trouble may result 
from a flare-up of a former infection thought 
to eradicated,

Due to the location of the prostate gland, 
an enlargement of one or more of its lobes may 
ruct the out-flow of liquid waste 
bladder. Such obstruction will in 
turn produce most of the symptoms found in 
prostatic enlargement. The severity of the 
symptoms will depend upon the degree with 
which the escape of liquid is obstructed. 
the usual symptoms of a prostatic 
enlargement are: First, a reflex ache pain 
may eppear in the lower back and which 
the patient may call lumbago; second, irritabil-

ity of the bladder which induces a desire to 
empty the organ frequently and which may 
disturb the rest during the night; third, a 


burning sensation; fourth, an inability to empty 
the bladder completely; and fifth, difficulty in 
starting the elimination of fluid. The fluid 
which is retained in the bladder may undergo 
decomposition, thus Jeading to cystitis. Urethral 
discharge may occur which will cause the first 
portion of fluid eliminated to take on a cloudy 
appearance, 

The mental symptoms seen in prostatic en- 
nent may cause the patient to be depress- 
in self-confidence, and

In the treatment of the average case, such 
me dilation and diathermy 
usually bring considerable relief. The hot Sitz 
bath may also be psed with good effect. The 
use of a better diet and the avoidance of con- 
stipation are necessary if prostatic irritation is 
When the trouble has gone too 
far, surgery is only way out; however, re- 
sults which are satisfactory in every way may 
often be obtained in cases not too far advanced 
by a more conservative type of treatment

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1897 trains of 
the Intercolonial railway entered 
Montreal for the first time. Until 
then the government railway from 
Halifax to Levis ended in a tere 
minal at Port Levi and *passeng- 
ers had to board a Grand Trunk 
train at Levi. This involved con- 
siderable discomfort and Hon. A. 
G. Blair, prompted perhaps by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, thought that the 
time had come for the extension 
of the Intercolonial to Montreal. 
The Grand Trunk objected, of 
course; but politics prevailed and 
the Dominion Government took 
over the Drummond County rail- 
way, built originally by William 
Mitchell of Drummondville as a 
lumber railway, relaid the track 
and connected it with the Grand 
Trunk at Ste. Rosalie, a few miles 
south of Montreal. 

Thereafter, Intercolonial trains 
ran fully equipped into Bonaven- 
ture depot, Montreal, the Grand 
Trunk benefitting by running 
rights over the section of its road 
from Ste. Rosalie to the Victoria 


—o— 
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bridge and thence into Montreal, 
so that the older road did not do 
so badly after all and the Mari- 
time province folk were able to 
board a train a Halifax and be 
carried right through to Mont- 
real. It cost the country consider- 
able money; the Conservatives 
charged that there had been pay- 
ments for political influence and 
other things; but the charges 
were not proven. Montreal got 
the Intercolonial trains; William 
Mitchell sold his railway, got a 
substantial sum for it and was 
later further rewarded by being 
called to the Senate; and every- 
body was satisfied except those 
who looked to the future and 
realized that another load of rail- 
way debt had been contracted. 
But those were the days when 
Canada was railway-mad and the 
orgy which terminated in the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, the Canad- 
ian Northern and the National 
Transcontinental was about to 
begin, and nothing mattered then. 
But now Canada has to pay the 
bill and suffers therefore. 


The Mail Bag 


TRADE BALANCES 

Editor Bulletin: In your lead- 
ing article on “The Budget,” 
issue of May 4, you have a refer- 
ence to “favorable” trade bal- 
ances, which seems to me to 
leave an important factor out of 
account. When allowance is made 
for that factor it appears that, 
without a quite large favorable 
balance of trade, Canadian in- 
dustry as a whole cannot balance 
its accounts 


The factor in question relates 
to that considerable part of the 
capitalization of Canadian in- 


dustry which is owned by foreign 
investors, and which entitles 
them to receive a Jarge share of 
the annual distribution of pur- 
chasing power in the form of 
dividends are not spent in Can- 
ada, Canadian consumers as\a 
whole are left short of purchasing 
power. 


Assuming that Canadian in- 
dustry distributes just enough 
purchasing power annually, in 
the form of wages, salaries and 


dividends, to buy its whole out- 
put, including equivalent imports 
representing a net balance of for- 
eign trade, Canadian consumers 
will be short of purchasing power 
to absorb that output, by the 
amount of dividends it exports 
annually to foreign investors. 
Unless, therefore, Canada can in- 
crease her exports by that 
amount, and to the extent that it 
cannot, local merkets will, year 
by year, be glutted with unsale- 
able products, 

The actual situation is worse 
that that. For, in addition, as a 
consequence of heavy borrow- 
ing of foreign capital for public 


purposes, Canadian consumers 
will have to export annually, in 
interest payments and repaye 
ments of principal, a very consid- 
erable proportion of the purchas- 
ing power distributed at home. 
On that account also must local 
market become glutted with un- 
saleable products, unless they 
can be sold abroad, 

On both of these 
favorable balance of foreign 
trade is a necessary condition of 
the solvency of Canadian in- 
dustry, since every ‘dollar of un- 
sold output is a dollar of un- 
recovered cost, and a correspond- 


accounts a 


ing impediment to continued 
operation—to the extent, at least, 
that prices are not inflated with 


speculative profits, 

It appears from this argument 
that, for industrial accounting to 
break even, as a whole, it is nec- 
essary that exports MUST exceed 
imports by the amount of the an- 
nual export of dividends and in- 
teres to foreign investors, to- 
gether with repayments of prin- 
cipal when due; and that the only 
way to eliminate the burdensome 
tribute which such favorable bal- 
ances imply, is to disc ge fer- 
eign estment as a means of 
capitalizing Canadian activities of 
all sorts. A Herculean task for 
such an impoverished people! Im- 
possible without foreign co-opera- 
tion, which we have no power to 
command! 

May I respectfully suggest that, 
if some of your staff could dig up 
the figures relating to this argu- 
ment, it might furnish your read- 
ers with profitable food for re- 
flection

THE BUDGET 

The demand for a_ balanced 
budget is another form of the 
claim that all money belongs to 
the banks, and so far from being 
a reflection of the physical facts 
of production, is unrelated to 
them.—Major C. H. Douglas in 
“The Monopoly of Credit.” 

This seems to be a suitable occa- 
sion on which to emphasize the 
proposition that a balanced bud- 
get is quite inconsistent with the 
use of Social Credit in the mod- 
ern world, and is simply a state- 
ment in accounting figures that 
the progress of the country is sta- 
tionary, i.e, that it consumes ex- 
actly what it produces, inciuding 
capital assets.

“Son, if was pretty tough on them officers! I used 


to hear ‘em talkin’ sometimes in my major's tent while 
I was workin’ around—and they didn’t talk about any- 
thin’ but ‘secession’ for months. They begin talkin’ 
about it as soon as Lincoln was nominated—and their 
talk was bitter! 

“It was my major and Col. Lee against Col. Johnson 
and Maj. Hardee. They was all southerners, you see— 
my major came from Virginia, too. But Col, Johnson 
and Maj. Hardee wanted to quit as soon as North Caro- 
lina voted to secede, It were different with my major 
and Col. Lee, They both kept a-hopin’ that Virginia 
wouldn't quit the Union And she didn't for quite a 
spell, Col. Lee would pound the table and say: ‘The 
only way to settle slavery is to free the slaves— 
grad'ally.’

Biggest two-week sale of city 
owned property § in five years 
was recorded by the land depart- 
ment for the period May 1 to 15, 
forty parcels sold at half-price 
totalling $8,927, or a regular full- 
price value of $17. 854, Sales for 
the’ corresponding period in 1935 
totalled 16 parcels at $5,240, which 
was the regular list price. These 
figures were released Saturday 
by John Paterson, superintendent 
of the land department. 

During the past two weeks the 
land department has adopted the 
policy of selling vacant, utility- 
served lots at half-price in an ef- 
fort to boost property sales. The 
cut-rate will be in effect until the 
end of May. 

Saturday morning there was a 
line-up of prospective purchasers 
at city hall anxious to secure lots 
at bargain prices, and it is expected 
that by the end of the month sales 
will reach a record figure for any 
month in the past five years 

Supt. Paterson estimates that sales 
effected during the past two weeks 
represent prospective tax revenue 
three times that resulting from sales 
made for the corresponding period 
Jast year. 

HOME PROPERTY 


Homes will be constructed on 
about 50 per cent of the vacant lots 
sold, the remainder of the pur- 
chases being made by property- 
holders interested in increasing 
their present home-sites 

The 1935 sale figure of $5,240 in- 
cluded $3724 of property repur- 
chased by persons who had allowed 
their holdings to fall intu the hands 
of the city through non-payment of 
taxes. The 1936 figure of $8,926 in- 
cludes only $895 of 
property.

Dogs can _ be 
taught to recognize the limits of 
their master’s domains and not to 
wander beyond them, but even so, 
unless kept in by fencing or walls, 
they should be watched, for ever 
the best-behaved and best-manner- 
ed canine may sometimes fall vic- 
tim to temptation. No parent with 
a proper sense of his duty and his 
child's welfare, would permit it out 
in the yard or sireet unwatched or 
unattended And remember that 
the child's chances of doing harm 


to others or their property are not 
nearly as potential as are the un- 
watched dog. Neither a child nor 
a dog finds itself the relation- 
ship to parent or master through 
any choice of its own 


Just as the little child has the 
right to look to its parents for 
guidance, teaching of manners 
and protection, so has the dog, as 
a living thing capable of suffer- 
ing mentally, and physically, the 
right to receive from the owner 
who has taken him unto himeelf, 
the care and education that will 
bring out to the best his many 
fine qualities and virtues, and 
enable him to take the place in 
the household and community to 
which he is entitled, 


Remember no one HAS to own a 


dog. If one does, and fails to live 
up to the responsibility, then one 
fails too in that spirit of fairplay 
to man and dog alike For too 
many who own dogs think thai all 
that can be reasonably asked of 
them is to provide a place in which 
their dog may sleep, food and 
drink, and the chance to exercise 
This is not any more true than it 
would be for parents to believe 
that in furnishing shelter food 
clothing and schooling for their off- 
spring, they were meeting fully 
their obligations and duties to the 
child and to society. As the child 
has unalienable rights from its par- 
ents for proper mental and moral 
guidance which will fit it to take 
ts place in the society of its fel 
lows; so is the dog entitled from
